BLAINE'* OPINION. 
B a r H a rb o r, Me.,

Blaine last evening said: "T he fisheries 
r 
uestion resolves itself into a m atter of 
act. 
The liaherinen 
of 
the United 
States ought to have the privilege of 
fishing on any portion of th e Coast and 
adjacent islands. 
T he government of 
th e United States should demand a re ­ 
turn to the terms of the treaty of 1783, 
when the peace and separation between 
(he m other country and the successful 
rebellionist* colonies were arranged aud 
legitimatized. 
The 
treaty gave the 
United States the *arae right and priv­ 
ileges as regards tb s fisheries th at the 
residents of the colonies enjoyed prior to 
the revolutionary war. 
Tho*e rights en­ 
abled the citizen* of th e United Stale* 
to fish wherever they choose on the 
coast of the province* of New Bruna- 
wick, Nova Scotia and New Fouudlaud. 
The act of w ar between th e nations ab­ 
rogate* all treaties, and tho British 
Government inado such claim after the 
of 1812, when the pernicious treaty 
of 1818 was form ulated. 
The treaty of 
1783 never bad been legitim ately set 
aside. 
The 
treaty 
of 
1783 
was 
not between the tw o m utually acknowl­ 
edged nations but between two poriions 
of the saíne co intry. 
The treaty gave 
certain right* to the nation and the fixed 
future States of the nation. 
The rights 
thus given to the nation on th e occasion 
of its creation are not to be abrogated by 
subsequent treaties nnless the national 
existence is wiped out entirely. 
G reat 
Britain raised the p.iiut because she dis­ 
covered the increased value of the fish­ 
eries and th a t the question should be 
settled once for all. 
American fishermen 
should not be compelled to subm it to auy 
farther arbitrary interference or be left 
iu a position to suffer as they have suf 
fered for many years. 
I think England 
would yiel 1 the point if it wore pressed 
w ith all of the moral force of the United 
State*." Blaineexpressed himself with his 
customary energy when deeply interested 
and rose from his seat and paced the 
floor as be emphasized (he last sentence. 
1 There need be no w ar talk," he said 
‘The United Btatos, if their govern­ 
ment assert* itself properly, are too 
vast and grand a natiou to resort to 
threat*. 
A vigorous expression of the 
just views of the governm ent will re ­ 
ceive due aiteutiou from any foreign 
power, especially from England. Blaine 
declined to express his opinions regard­ 
ing the present conduct of the Secre­ 
tary of S tate and his alleged subser­ 
viency to the influence of tho British 
Miuister, and he also refused to indf- 
c.ito nn opinion as to the politics! bear­ 
ing of the fisheries' dispute and the effect 
n either side of the two great parties." 
You may rest assured, "he said, ‘1 th at t he 
United States have right on their side 
in the whole fisheries controversy, aud 
■t is the duty of onr governm ent to 
maintain those right*.”

THE GOVERNMENT AT WORK. 
New Y o rk , May 2 2 .—Thu Post haa 
the following W ashington special: Tne 
S u te Department is actively engaged in 
negotiations designed to protect the in­ 
terest of American fishermen.

A gentleman who ha* talked with Secre­ 
tary Bayard upon this subjoct w ithin a 
day or two *ays th a t he is a* much iu 
te rested in the m atter is either of the 
Maine Senators can be, end th a t he has 
a great regard for the fishermen.

.-xprcases himself very forcibly as to ihe 
conduct of the Canadian authorities. 
Ho looks at the question as an Amerinau 
and not from a party standpoint and 
says that there is no politics in it, th a t the 
action of th e departm ent cannot be made 
nblicyet, but th at he con t asnre any 
Jongressional friend of the fishermen 
tbat everything th at is possible is being 
done to protect their interests. 
W ith 
regard to the refusal of the Collectors 
of Customs at Digby to perm it ibe cap 
tain of the Jennie and Julia to hny her­ 
ring there to smoke, he said that he had 
instructed Consul Phelan to go as once 
to Digby and investigate. 
Secretary 
Bayard deprecated auy attem pt on the 
part of th e fishermen to ooeroe the Ca­ 
nadian Government by force of arm* and 
•ei.l that evory step in that direction 
would weaken the United States and 
strengthen Canada. 
He hoped also that 
American fishermen would strictly ob­ 
serve the local customs regulations iu 
Canada.

aod thought this time w ould coine in­ 
side of tw o years. 
A resolution thanking the press of Ihe 
State a t large was adopted. 
It was then 
decided to hold sessions this afternoon 
aud i-veuing, in order to give member* 
an opportunity of expressing their views 
on the question before the convention. 
An adjournm ent wa* theu taken until 
2 p. M. 
The Executive Committee of the Irri- 
E 
ation Coovontiou have invited a nutn- 
er of prominent men to address Ihe 
(Convention 
this 
afternoon. 
Among 
those invited are Governor Stoneman, 
M ayor B artlett and Hon. A . A. Sargent. 
THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A t the afternoon soesion of the Irriga 
tion Convention th e following resolution 
waa adopted: 
T hat thi* Convention earneatli 
quests th e Chamber of Commerce, Board 
of Trade and Produce Exchange of San 
Francisco to express to the next legisla 
tu re, by resolution or otherw ise, their 
ntim enls ou th e irrigation problem. 
The Committee ou Resolutions report­ 
ed th at they had under consideration 
the preamble offered by Mr. Kelsey con­ 
cerning a State system of irrigation and 
recommended th a t the same be referred 
to the Statu Executive Committee, with 
the recommendation that they receive 
careful com ideration. 
Thia was carried. 
On motion of W ill S. Green the Con­ 
vention adjourned sine die. 
Speeche* were then m ade on the ne- 
cuxsity of irrigation by Ham ilton W al­ 
lace of 
Tulare, 
who 
declared th a t 
ihe Chinese queatiou and fill other public 
questions in this State were trivial and 
insjgnificant compared to th a t of irriga­ 
tion. 
Railroad Commissioner W. W . 
Foot said th at the Suprem e C oart de­ 
cisión sustaining riparian rights is bad 
uot only ia policy bat in law. 
It ought, 
he said, to be overthrown in th e interest 
of justice. 
H. 8. Dickson, of Fresno, 
said th a t every riperian owner in the 
Sen Joaquin valley dem onstrates the folly 
of the riparian rights doctrine by di­ 
verting and appropriating water for his 
own ase. 
He thought that if the irriga- 
tioaista stood firmly together they would 
have the State w ith them next election 
and settle the question. 
Jud g e Brun- 
dage, of K*rn, who rendered the first 
decision against riparian rights, said that 
the laws of this State, a* w ell as those of 
Congress, justified the diversion of water. 
According to Blackstone th e common law 
must be applied to suit the wants and 
necessities of th e people. 
T he lew ia ell 
right, and with a fair interpretation of 
it the irrigator* can take all of the water 
they w ant. 
Assemblyman Monday of 
Sonoma followed. 
He was introduced 
a* "a man who stood by os in the Legis­ 
lature and w ho never deserted our colon 
for a m inute." 
C. M ulholland of Inyo 
described what irrigation had done in 
rendering the eastern part of the State 
fruitful. 
M. F. Tarpey of Alameda said 
th a t uorth and south are similarly aitn 
ated w ith regard to irrigation, and with 
a united front a t the next election the 
irrigationi«ts or their opinion can sweep 
before them th e Legislature, Governor 
and olhpr officers. 
A num ber of o tb e n 
ipoke and a recess was taken nntil even­ 
ing, when Dr. Shorb, Wm. T. Coleman 
end other* addressed the meeting.
